They should help, too, in preparing some 
impersonal gift for others less fortunate than 
themselves, For this nothing 1s sv suitable 
as a hamper. Let it be packed with some 
of those good things we shall probably have 
on our own dinner-table—first a plum 
pudding, if you can afford it; then a tin of 
shortbread and some preserved fruits, French 
plums, figs, almonds and raisins, ginger, 
mincemeat, and a selection of “ foundation ”’ 
dishes. 


Christmas Candies. 


What the children will appreciate most of 
all will be the making of sweets for the 
Christmas table. Boys and girls from nine 
to twelve years of age are quite capable of 
following. out a recipe, provided the 
ingredients and cooking appliances are left 
ready for them. 

Simple sweets, such as coconut ice and 
fudge, or the filling for dates, prunes, und 
nuts, are not only wholesome but decorative 
and delicious. Below is a suggested recipe 
for chocolate caramel fudge, which is easy to 
follow and inexpensive to make. For 1s. 6d. 
one may make one and a half pounds of the 
mixture, 

i; Rinse a basin out with cold water and 
put into it one and a quarter pounds of 
sugar and two ounces of unsalted butter. 
Beat until it creams. 

Now dissolve one tablespoontul of 
tinned milk in half a pint of boiling 
water, add three ounces of grated, un- 
sweetened chocolate and one teaspoonful 
of vanilla essence. } 

Stir over a gentle fire or gas until quite 
dissolved, and then add to it the 
creamed cugar and butter. . 

Stir once again until it creams in a 
lump, and then take it from the fire, 
cover with wax paper, and leave twenty 
minutes to mellow. 

Re-dissolve in a double pan er Ina 
saucepan above an asbestos mat. De sure 
the heat ia gentle. 

Add to it two ounces of blanched 
almonds. and a few drops of lukewarm 
water, and stir till it will pour out into 
a tin lined with wax paper. —. 

Cut into squares, and put aside to dry. 


Young Home Decorators. 


Making the diningroom decorations is 
another delightful occupation for children, 
and is as easy for them as the shelling of 
almonds and the stoning of vaisins. 

Paper chains and lanterns may he made of 
coloured tissue or glazed paper strips, which 
can be obtained already cut, or bought in 
sheets from a stat‘oner and then ruled and 
cut. For chains, the strips should be about 
half-an-inch wide and 8 inches long. By 
fastening the ends of a strip together with 
a dab of paste a link is made. The second 
strip is then passed through the first link, and 
its ends, in their turn, are pasted to form a 
second link. Innumerable links may then he 
added until the chain is as long as is re- 
quired. Children delight in this occupation, 
and can be kept happy at it for an hour 
at a time. 
Paper lanterns are a little more difficult 
to make, but are still within a child's 
capacity. Take a strip of paper about seven 
and a half inches long and four inches deep ; 
foid it in half, lengthwise, creasing it well. 
Still folded, cut it in quartef-inch strips 
from the crease towards the edges to within 
half-an-inch of the margin. A line may be 
drawn to define the limit of the cut. 

Now open the strip, enrve it into the shape 
of a cylinder, and paste it along the upright 
edge. It will be seen that the cut strins 
open like the bars of a lantern, since the 
crease bends the paper outwards. 

A handle may be made of a narrow strip 
of paper. 


Home-made Coys. 


Much can also be done by little hands with 
all kinds of waste material, such as card- 
board boxes, cotton wool, and sealing-wax. 
From the wax may be made tiny Father 
Christmases {with white cotton wool hair 
and beards), brown reindeer (with cardboard 
antlers), and glowing red holly berries. 

Cardboard boxes, maké quaint little cottages 
with the aid of gum, a pair of scissors, and 
a paint box. Roofs. may be frosted with 
sugar and ornamented with chimneys from 
which streams of cotton-wool smoke. 

Such a cottage would make a novel centre- 
piece for the Christmas dinner table if it were 
placed on a tray sprinkled with earth or 
turf mould and set out as a miniature 
garden, while before the door might stand 
a cardboard sleigh pulled by wax reindeer 
and laden with home-made sweets. Don't 
forget Father Christmas. His jolly figure 
should be the centre of the centre-piece.

Pure air, however, is not the only insur- 
ance against respiratory diseases. To main- 
tain the temperature of the blood is equally 
important. It is just as essential to use 
the right kind of fuel for the body as for 
the home, and to increase it, as one would 
the coal upon the fire, to correspond with 
the external fal] in temperature. 

The principal fuel foods are starches, fats 
and sugars, but since some of these are more 
warming than others. or contain more of the 
valuable vitamins, they deserve to be men- 
tioned by name. Of the starches. those to 
be specially recommended are wholemeal 
flour, whole harley. whole or half-peeled 
rice, oatmeal, rye, nuts, peas, beans, lentils 
and potatoes. The good fats are butter, 
cream, cod liver oil, egg fat and kidney 
fat (suet). Milk, of course, contains the 
elements of cream and butter, and is, there 
fore, a much-to-be-recommended food.

The 
Allied Sovereigns present you with no 
ideas at all separable from their rank, 
their native country, and the Ministers 
who talk and act for them—but Bonaparte 
still forces himself upon your mind as 
himself; he depends upon nothing un- 
connected with the personal idea of him 
to give him importance; he is watched in 
imagination, as the ancients might have 
watched a giant, who was chained under 
Mount Actna, and whose movements pro- 
duced the convulsions of the earth.”’ 


THE BONAPARTE FAMILY. 


The writer goes on to review the present 
situation of the Bonaparte family, at this 
time so intermingled with the old 
reigning houses as to create a problem in 
itself. About them he gives interesting 
details of a personal nature in a quaint 
way. “The youngest and most in- 
significant of them is married to ; 
Princess of Wirtemberg, and is still it 
seems having children by her in utter dis- 
regard of the feelings of those royal 
personages. . ; 5 The last thing tliat 
was heard of Jerome Bonaparte was, that 
he was still living at Trieste. He is said 
to be a weak and coxicombical person, with 
a sufficient talent for dress and whiskers. 
The most magnanimous thing of him on 
record (with the exception perhaps of his 
occasional ‘running away) is a portrait of 
him on horseback, with a hat and 
feathers stuck on one side and his elbow 
out on the other.”’ 

Joseph Bonaparte—formerly King of 
Spain—was at this time residing in 
Switzerland, ‘‘but nothing is heard of 
him, except an occasional movement here 
and there, and his giving enormous sums 
for a horse.” He was apparently a 
convivial person. ‘ Joseph is said to be 
a lover of the bottle, and indeed... 
appears to be an idle sort of person, fond 
of nothing but fishing and _ billiard- 
playing; so that, perhaps, of all his 
family, he is the one that least regrets 
his reverse of fortune. He has the 
reputation, however, of being” an 
intelligent man; and, perhaps, when he 
goes comfortably to bed after a day's 
trifling, thinks himself a philosopher.”’ 
Louis and Lucien Bonaparte were both 
apparently in Rome. Lucien, who had 
accepted the title of Prince of Canino 
from the Pope, was living on a good 
estate in Italy, and writing flattering 
verses which contained much “ palpable 
face-making.’” The writer characterises 
him as the ‘‘ weakest and paltriest of his 
family.” Louis, on the other hand, 
‘enjoys a considerable degree of reputa- 
tion for his voluntary abandonment of a 
throne and his refusal to put in praetice 
the arbitrary dictates of Napoleon. .

A DUBLIN RIOT. 


The chief article of Irish news has a 
somewhat familiar look. The caption is 
‘Riots in a Dublin Theatre,” and the 
account is taken from the Dublin 
Eventng Post of December 22nd, 1814. 
‘On Tuesday night, as was apprehended, 
there was a tumult, such as was never 
witnessed in a Theatre. The uproar was 
tremendous—every chandelier, supplied 
for the third time, was broken to atoms— 
every pannel in all the dress boxes, every 
pannel in the second tier, and all in the 
third, with the exception of three or four, 
were wrenched from their places, and 
flung into the pit. The seats were then 
torn from their ‘foundations.’ and shared 
the fate of the gilded fronts. - The 
Orchestra was destroyed—big and liitle 
fiddles—-and the grand piano-forte itself 
was almost cloven in twain. We trembled 
at one time for the scenery—but the Lord 
Mayor saved this part of the Theatre.’’— 
a stout fellow that Lord Mayor! The 
Freeman's Journal, reporting the same 
riot, tells us that the theatre was in 
Crow street. The audience - were 
infuriated by the refusal of a Mr. Jones 
to make an apology for an offence which 
is not stated, and “would enter into no 
compromise. Placards which in other 
circumstances would be comsidered the 
exeess of conciliation, were distributed in 
all quarters, and handed “te all persons, 
but they proved abortive.” 


OTHER ITEMS. 


Our Eraminer annoúnces the approach- 
ing marriage of Lord Byron in the 
following terms :——‘ Lord Byron has left 
town for Durham in order to lead to the 
altar Miss Milbanke. .. The public 
see with great pleasure this marriage of 
Lord Byron’s, which is a compliment to 
the sex after the old English fashion, and 
the best which even he has yet paid thetm.”’ 
A letter of Madame de Stael having fallen 
into the hands of the French Government, 
it was reported that that lady was in 
great trepidation as to the result.

Thirty-three years ago Bernard Shaw 
headed one ‘of his slashing drama critiques 
in a London periodical with the words: 
“The Return of Mrs. Pat.” Even then no 
one ‘needed to be told who Mrs. Pat actually 
was, so well was she known and appreciated 
as an actress, Now Mrs. Pat has returned 
to Dublin, and Jest any may not have heard 
of her before, which would. be almost in- 
credible, it may be explained that Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell has once again come to 
Dublin to act in a series of Shakespearean 
and Ibsen plays at the Abbey Theatre this 
week. 

For nearly halí a century Mrs. Pat has 
been not only one of the most popular, but 
one of the most accomplished of great 
actresses. ‘‘ You will tell me, no doubt,” 
.wrote G. B. §: in 1896, “that Mrs, Patrick 
Campbell cannot act. Who said she could? 
—who wants her to act?—who cares two- 
pence whether she possesses that or any 
other second-rate accomplishment? On the 
highest plane one does not act, one is.” 

Then seen yesterday at the Theatre Royal 
by our representative, Mrs. Campbell re- 
called that when she played ‘‘Pelleas and 
Melisande’’ in Dublin with Bernhardt, one 
of her critics wrote: “' At the Theatre —— 
there is ‘‘Pelleas and Melisande,” by 
Maurice Marterlinck, Madame Bernhardt 
took the part of Pelleas and Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell was Melisande, though both of 
them ate old enough to know better.” 
“That,” she said with a wry smile, “is 
criticism.” On the subject of criticism, she 
tells a good story of an American critic who 
went to see one of the Shakespeare produc- 
tions of Beerbohm ‘Tree during his visit to 
the United States. ‘‘ This is the moment,” 
he wrote, “to test the authorship of Shakes- 
ee plays. Let the graves of both 
hakespeare and Bacon be opened—and see 
which les turned !”’ 


IRISH AUDIENCE AND ACTORS. 


“Irish audiences are certainly the most 
intelligent in the world, and the most 
responsive,” said Mrs, Pat. ‘But every 
actor and actress visiting Dublin says that,’ 
our representative countered. “ until we have 
come to believe that the opinion is merely 
a polite statement, like that made by 
visitors about the London police.”  “ Oh, 
no; indeed, it is not mere politeness,” she 
i , “your people seem always to be 
acting the part with the person on the 
stage, their sympathetic apprehension 1: 
amazing. I have acted in all parts of the 
world, and never have I experienced the 
same thrill of sympathetic understanding 
and in‘elligent anticipation that I have ex- 
perienced in Ireland.” 

Here Mr. McMaster intervened to say that 
audiences in different parts of Ireland varied 
considerably; Dublin was as different from 
Cork as could well be imagined, “but 
always,” he agreed, “is the Irish audience 
more résponsive than any other. —.

A Kerry Incident. 


The article by Mr. T. F. Higgins a few 
days ago on Cantillon, the economist 
(writes a correspondent) recalls an inci- 
dent in Kerry history which is one of the 
most extraordinary ‘‘open conspiracies ”' 
in our annals. This was what was known 
as “the Danish silver robbery ” at Bally- 
heigue or Heyston, north of Fenit, and 
for centuries the family seat of the 
Cantillons. 

The Cantillons were among the most 
royalist of the Irish families descended 
from the knights who led the Norman- 
Welsh invasion, but they inter-married 
with the Crosbies. well-known in Ardfert 
and that part of Kerry. By the time of 
the Jacohite wars Ballyheigue House, or 
Castle, was in possession of a branch of 
the Crosbie family. It is now a ruin, as 
it was burned down during the recent 
troubles in Ireland, and last year it was 
the subject of an unsuccessful applica- 
tion for leave to appeal to the Privy 
Council. 

It was actually in the last year 
of the economist Cantillon’s life that the 
famous robbery: took place nearly two 
hundred years ago. One night the Danish 
East Indiaman, Golden Lion, was wrecked 
in Ballyheigue Bay, where she had been 
driven out of her course on a voyage from 
Copenhagen to Tranquelar with a cargo 
of twelve chests of silver bullion, sixty 
tons of iron, and a big supply of coins, 
the whole being value for almost £16,000. 
The Castle was then occupied by Thomas 
Crosbie, who superintended the salvaging 
of the cargo, and the valuables were 
rlaced for safety in a stone tower, the 
restored keep of the Cantillons. Shortly 
afterwards Thomas Crosbie died, but the 
captain and crew enjoyed the hospitality 
and protection of his. widow, a very able 
woman. With or without her knowledge 
some of the gentry and many of the 
commonalty of the Kingdom looted the 
treasure chests, and it is said that there 
was scarcely a family in the county 
that had not some share in the booty. 
After years of delay and evasion several 
people were found guilty of the robbery, 
among them a Crosbie and a Cantillon. 
Yet, in spite of the captain’s petition to 
his Embassy in London, and a threat by 
his Government to withdraw the Danish 
Consul from Dublin, the conspiracy was 
so widespread and the conspirators so in- 
fluential, that the Golden Lion’s owners 
got no real satisfaction in the end.

The Female Orphanage, which has lately 
been renovated, is one of the oldest institu- 
tions of the kind in the city, having been 
commenced in 1790, in a small way by two 
ladies—Mrs. Edwin Tighe and Mrs. Este 
—and meeting with such patronage that 
in a couple of years the present 
buildings were erected. Portion of the 
present Richmond Lunatic Asylum was 
known in years gone by as Grangegorman 
Prison, of which the foundation stone was 
laid by the Duke of Richmond in 1812. 
The frontage was towards Grangegorman 
lane, and the building was remarkable in 
that it was the first prison in Ireland in 
which the humane plans of Howard, the 
prisoner’s friend, were put into effect. 


“GO he Prisoners’ Friend. 


This notable philanthropist deserves a 
paragraph to himself; for the Dublin 
prisons, which were eventually reformed 
according to his ideas, were probably the 
worst in the Kingdom at that time, and 
were filled with miserable and hopeless 
wretches. John Howard was a typical 
example of the painstaking and 
scrupulous official, with a mania for 
collecting statistical information. A 
gentleman of leisure, he accepted the offices 
of High Sheriff of Bedford in 1773, and 
thus the characteristic work of his life 
may be said to have begun; for he was 
not at all content with merely sitting in 
court and hearing cases, but with a com- 
bination of inquisitiveness and benevolence 
visited fhe jails, and found thein 
wretchedly defective in their arrange- 
ments. Neither jailers nor their assistants 
were in receipt of salaries, but made what 
they could out of their prisoners, and the 
latter were often retained for long periods 
after the expiration of their sentences in 
order to pay off the ja.. fees. This was 
the first thing to be reformed, and was 
followed by a general cleaning-up of 
prisons, the clothing of the naked, atten- 
tion to the sick, etc. Howard spent the 
remainder of his life touring all the 
countries of Europe, visiting prisons and 
lazarettes, and collecting information, and 
met his death in Russia in 1790.

Country Postmen, 


The wretched weather of the past week 
or so has brought a great deal of hard- 
ship to all those whose work lies out of 
doors, but one feels sure that no one has 
suffered more from exposure than the 
country postman. In some districts these 
men have to go out along mountain 
roads and up stony bohereens down which 
the water now rushes like a torrent, and 
very often the bicycle on which they are 
supposed to travel must be wheeled rather 
than ridden. Yet the letters arrive with 
a punctuality that is amazing in the 
cireumstances ; not only that, but in some 
miraculous way they are kept dry even 
in the most torrential rain. It is an 
unusual thing to receive an envelope m 
the country on which the address has been. 
smudged with rain. 

On days like those through which we 
are passing, I have met a cyclist postman 
on the bleakest part of Calary, with a 
side wind that was all the time pushing 
him to the very edge of the road, while 
the drenching rain poured from his black 
oilskins. 

Country postmen are a cheery lot, 
though they must go out on their long 
round every morning except Sunday, no 
matter what the weather may be.

WINTER'S HAVOC. 


Weather of exceptional severity has 
been experienced throughout the South of 
Ireland during the past week, and the 
effects of the series of gales have been 
felt in many directions. In the country 
districts huge areas are under water, 
roads have been rendered impassable by 
floods and fallen trees, and streams and 
rivers in all districts have overflown their 
banks. A violent thunderstorm swept 
over the County Cork on last Tuesday 
morning, and severe havoc was wrought 
among live-stock, numbers being killed by 
lightning. 

In the city itself conditions were no 
less severe, and the almost continuous 
downpour, accompanied by exceptionally 
full tides, resulted in a considerable 
emount of flooding in the low-lying dis- 
tricts. In the centre of the city several 
streets, under four inches of water, pre- 
sented the appearance of carals, and on 
Victoria road pedestrians on three succes- 
sive evenings had to wade through two 
feet of water. One prominent citizen 
residing in this district told me that he 
had to climb garden walls in order to 
reach his own home. 

Building operations were 
suspended during the week ; 
were rendered even more unsightly when 
‘tripped of their advertisements, and tele- 
graphic lines in all directions were dis 
organised. In such circumstances business 
louses were bound to suffer, and the 
opening week of the Christmas Shopping 
Carnival hardly rose to expectations. To 
expect that householders should follow 
the “ Shop early ” maxim would be un 
reasonable; but an improvement in 
weather conditions will, doubtless, result 
in increased business during the next fort- 
night. In connection with this latest 
effort of the Cork Publicity Association 
in’ the interests of the trade of Cork. 
cheap exenrsion fares are available by rail 
and *bus from all parts of Munster. The 
Association's prize scheme and other 
attractions should assist materially in 
bringing a large infinx of visitors to Cork 
during the Christmas season. 

Yesterday brought a welcome change in 
the weather, and, although it was very 
cold, there was a marked improvement in 
trade.

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WOMEN AS CHURCH-WORKERS. 
TO THE EBEiToR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sin,—May we claim the courtesy of you 
columns in placing before the women of the 
Church of Ireland some aspects of their 
Church's needs” The last census of Northern 
lrelond has shown how enormously the mem- 
bership of our Church has increased during 
the past ten years, particularly in the City 
of Belfast. In view of the present shortage 
of clergy, this increase brings its own 
problems for those who are responsible for 
the work of the Church; but, while the ser- 
vice of the ordained clergy remains of para- 
mount importance, modern social develop 
ments have created needs which, happily, can 
be met by the organised help of Jay people. 
The Commission appointed to deal with 
Church Extension in Belfast, in its report 
(which was recently. received by the United 
Diocese of Down and Connor and Dromore), 
laid particular strese on the possibility of 
increased service from women in _ parochial 
work, and in this respect spoke of the ex- 
cellent achievements of the Church. of Ire- 
land Women’s Settlement. It wold seem, 
therefore, that the time is not far distant 
when the equipment: of every well-organised 
industrial. parish should ipclude. a paid 
trained woman worker, who would be respon- 
sible for work among women, girls and 
children. Here, then, is the chance of a new 
calling for Churchwomen of the educated 
classes. Are there any who will answer our 
earnest apeal and offer themselves to be 
trained for effective service in the Church of 
their fathers’ 
During the past year a course of training 
for women parochial workers has been 
inaugurated at the Settlement House, Bel 
fast, and we feel sure that there must be 
many young Churchwomen who, if they de 
sire a definite career of usefulness and absorb. 
ing interest (either as voluntary or paid 
workers), would be glad to avail themselves 
of it’ They should be gentlewomen of good 
education, energy and tact; for the work re- 
quires capacity for leadership and organisa- 
tion. Though we stress the fact that training 
for parochial work is extremely desirable, we 
do not wish to create an impression that only 
candidates for training will be received at 
the Settlement House. The. aid of the 
voluntary worker is as much required as ever, 
and can be ufilised with great advantage in 
various departments of parochial work, We. 
therefore, hope that this aspect of our 
Church's needs will appeal to those who can 
give whole-hearted service as volunteers, and 
we can assure them that they will be most 
heartily welcomed as important members « f 
the Settlement House “ family.” All euch 
parochial workers, whether voluntary or 
otherwise, would be required fo work under 
the direction, and in striet accordance with 
the wishes, of the rector of the parish to 
which they may be attached, but board and 
residence could be arranged for in the Settle- 
ment House, where they would have “he 
benefit of a comfortable home and sympa- 
thetic companionship, 
The ‘dea of paid parochial workers as part 
of the reengnised equipment of the Church of 
lreland is in its infancy. At present there 
are very few paid posts; but, if the recom- 
mendations of the Commission be acted 
upon, there should be many more such posts 
in the future. All that the Committee of the 
Settlemept can at present do is to call for 
ladies of education to volunteer for the 
parochial service of their Church, and if, and 
when, paid posts become available, they will 
be allotted to those best qualified to fill them. 
In the meantime, the voluntary service <f 
ladies who can afford to give it is urgently 
needed and will be greatly valued, and it is 
hoped that one or more candidates will come 
forward for special training. Further infor- 
mation will gladly be given to those desiring

Labour in Office. 


The reception of Mis Bondfield’s 
Unemployment Insurance Bill throws an 
unexpected light on the future of the 
British Labour Party. Opposition to any 
clause which requires that an applicant 
for relief shall show that he had made 
some effort to secure work was a foregone 
conclusion ; but it was supposed that the 
“‘ solidarity,’’ learned in pioneer days, 
would keep the main body of back- 
benchers loyal to its leaders. Last 
Thursday’s events in the House of 
Commons, however, exploded this hope, 
and only another “No” from Mr. 
Snowden at the party’s meeting on Friday 
night forestailed a crisis, Indeed, Mr. 
Snowden was forced to supplement his 
negative by en offer to resign, This threat 
was sufficient; for Labour, unlike the 
Haitian Army, lacks generals. Thus, in 
spite of the continued intransigeance of 
Mr. Maxton, a Government defeat for the 
moment has been avoided. Although Mr. 
Macdonald and his colleagues have only 
themselves to blame for their difficulties, 
we can them; for 
their responsibility is very great. The 
Labour Party represents many shades of 
opinion, and we must not allow our dislike 
of its general politics to obscure the fact 
that it does not consist solely of Maxtons. 
A split is inevitable, but the exact point 
in its far-flung line where the split will 
come will depend upon the handling that 
it receives from its leaders during the 


sympathise with 


next few years. 

The Labour Party is beginning to occupy 
in the public mind the place that the 
Liberals in their day took over from the 
Whigs. At the general election thousands, 
who previously had polled Liberal, voted 
for a Labour candidate—not because 
they admired alJl the tenets of Eccleston 
square, but because, not being Conserya- 
tives, they wished to support what they 
regarded as being the natural Opposition. 
Nevertheless, many Labour members of 
Parliament have not grasped this fact, 
and Mr. Macdonald is faced with the 
difficult task of teaching them that their 
obligations are more ample than they 
suppose. We hopo that they will learn 
their lesson quickly, so that, when the 
inevitable split occurs, only a negligible 
few will remain to defer the day when 
Britain will to the two-party 
system. This dénowement, however, may 
be deferred if the Government’s desire for 
Liberal assistance results in the introduc- 
tion of proportional representation. The 
according of a St. Martin’s summer to a 
party that has outlived its usefulness, as 
it has outlived its name, is no more to the 
interest of the Conservatives and Labour 
than it is to that of the nation at large. 
For this reason alone, Mr. Baldwin and 
Mr. Macdonald will be unwise if they 
yield to Liberal pressure in the matter.

Power and Progress. 


We need but to travel through the 
English Black Country or that region 
around Mons where the slag of the mines 
has reared new, barren and grimy hills, 
to realise how prodigious a transforma- 
tion wrought by the incustrial 
revolution. Coal and steam have 
obliterated the quiet world that we see 
depicted in olden sporting prints; yet 
these changes stole upon the world in 
silent stages. Here a field disappeared ; 
there a chimney rose, and the nations 
never realised that they were in train to 
lose all the old lineaments of society: A 
vreater revolution already has begun and 
is far advanced—a revolution that pene- 
trates tarther into the habits of man- 
kind and tends towards a consummation 
that is beyond conjecture. Electricity is a 
mightier agent than coal and sfeam. 
Beside the natural man, the man armed 
with the steam engine was a giant. Man 
armed with electricity is a magician. 
Perhaps, the new revolution will be 
happier in its works than the old. 
Electricity is as clean as coal is foul, and 
the electrical civilisation may give us airy 
and light rural villages and factories in 
place of sooty, industrial cities. All 
depends on the wisdom and good-will with 
which humanity applies its new resources. 
Opening a monster power station at 
Columbia recently, an American master 
of industry observed that the new energy 
that was being made available was 
equivalent to the work of nine million 
men. A population of one million souls 
lay within the area supplied. As in 
ancient Athens every free citizen was 
served by four human slaves, in Columbia 
every citizen may enjoy the equivalent 
of the service of nine, The British Elec- 
trical and Allied Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion has published a report upon the 
electrical industry of Great Britain, which 
declares that within twelve years the 
annual British production of electricity 
will amount to 28,000,000,000 units. This 
immense volume of adaptable energy will 
make possible, and, perhaps, compel, a 
complete reconstruction of the national 
economy. The industries of the nation 
and the power supply will be knit together 
as a single mighty unit, and the result 
must be “such as to raise the material 
country, to a

prosperity .of the high

level.’”’

Amateur Boxing. 


Professional boxing has received another 
bad advertisement from Jast Saturday s 
fiasco at Paris. In the days of the famous 
‘* bruisers,’’ who fought fifty rounds for a 
ten-pound note, it was a real, if brutal, 
sport. To-day the sport is subordinated 
to huge purses, and, as a rule, the 
pugilists’ preliminary boastings are more 
impressive than the actual contest. On 
the other hand, amateur boxing flourish-s 
everywhere, and its present position -n 
Ireland is peculiarly strong. Tho Irish 
Amateur Boxing Association, which 
controls the sport in this country, must 
be congratulated heartily on the progress 
und results of its work. _During the past 
year the number of clubs affiliated to the 
Association has increased from twenty- 
seven to sixty-six, and the sport’s advance 
has been not less marked in the country 
towns than in the cities. Furthermore, 
our Irish material is excellent, and the 
standard of boxing in the universities, in 
the Free State Army, in the Civic Guard 
and among other amateurs is very high. 
Our teams have won copious laurels at 
home and abroad. They have made a 
name for Írigh boxing in Great Britain 
and throughout Europe, Recently the 
Dublin University Boxing Club achieved 
one of the finest victories of a notable 
season when it won the British Univer- 
sities’ and Hospitals’ Championship for 
the third year in succession. Every good 
citizen must desire the welfare of a sport 
which develops the best qualities of 
citizenship—courage, chivalry, physical 
fitness and temperate living. We endorse 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney’s plea for such 
public support as will enable the Irish 
Amateur Boxing Association to multiply 
its labours. Money spent on the organisa- 
tion of boxing clubs throughout the 
country will promote two purposes. It 
will ensure the material which will main- 
tain Ireland’s status in the international 
arena, and it will improve the health and 
outlook of our young community. As 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said, the serious 
pursuit of boxing endows a man with all 
the advantages—mental, moral and 
physical—that athletics can afford. A 
well-conducted boxing club in every Irish 
village would be a fruitful school of self- 
respect and discipline. 


Free State Coinage. 


The Stationery Office of the Irish Free 
State has published a book, ‘‘ Coinage of 
Saorstát Eireann, 1928,’’ which tells the 
full story of the selection of the designs 
for the Free State coinage. By the 
Coinage Act of 1926 the provision and 
issue of silver, nickel and bronze coins 
were authorised. The Minister for 
Finance appointed a Committee of six 
experts in art to advise the Government 
on the designs. It was decided that 
the obverse of all coins should bear 
the patriotic emblem of the harp, which 
appeared on the reverse of earlier 
Irish coins, and that the reverse of the 
Free State pieces should bear images of 
the horse, salmon, bull and other Irish 
fauna. ‘The artists were furnishe with 


photographs of coins 
Thurium and Larissa, on which effigies of 
horse and bull had been impressed in the 
fourth and fifth centuries before the 
Christian Era. —Ireland's live stock is 
her chief material wealth and her 
principal export. The Free State coinage, 
therefore, fittingly might be used to keep 
the image of the country’s agricultural 
economy in the public eye. When designs 
were received they were judged together, 
and with concealed signatures. The 
reproductions in the book will persuade 
every observer that Mr. Perey Metcaltfe’s 
set of designs was justly preferred, 
although many will share Dr. W. B. 
Yeats’s regret that designs for separate 
pieces were not accepted from different 
artists. M. Ivan Mestrovic’s superb 
obverse design and Signor Publio 
Morbiducci’s hen and rampant horse are 
things of rare beauty. Mr. Yeats says 
that it was necessary to get the approval 
of the Ministry of Agriculture for the 
final design; and the horse, accordingly, 
was tamed, the bul! subdued to the 
eugenics of the farmyard, and the sow 
obliged to alter her features to please the 
present state of the market for pigs’ 


cheeks.

“MACBETH' AT THE ABBEY 
THEATRE. 


A crowded audience assembled last night at 
the Abbey Theatre for the first performance of 
Mr. Anew McMaster’s repertory season. It 
is probable that the presence of Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell accounts for the rush to secure 
seats but it is no less probable tnat the great 
popularity which Mr. McMaster’s company 
has earned in Dublin would have filled the 
theatre in any event. The production last 
night was enthusiastically received, numerous 
curtain calls being taken at the end of each 
of the last two acts, and, at the fall of the 
final curtain, both Mrs. Patrick Campbell and 
Mr. McMaster had to speak a parting word 
before the audience would leave.

This was in itself 
well worth the cost of a seat in the theatre. 

It has been said that Mrs. Patrick Campbell 
does pot need to act; she has only to be. 
To-day that 1emains as true as when it was 
said—more than thirty years ago. Many in 
last wight’s audience had attended her last 
performance in Dublin, some twenty years 
ago

Occasionally she was not at her best, but in 
the tamous sleep-walking scene she proved 
herself, what Mr. McMaster entitled her in 
bis speech of thanks—‘‘ The greatest female 
artist on the stage to-day.” From the 
moment of her entry until the final scene he 
presence dominated the stage, as her will 
dominates the drama.

EVACUATION OF SUVLA, 


On December 8th Sir Charles Monro 
ordered the evacuation of Suvla and 
Anzac, “Transport was limited; three 


Army Corps had to be shipped, and as 
this could only be done piecemeal it was 
feared that the enemy would be fore- 
warned of the later movements. From 
each of the three zones—Suvla, Anzac, 
Helles—there were at least three divi- 
sions to be moved. The plan—largely 
the work of General Birdwood—was to 
remove material, including heavy guns, 
together with a large proportion of 
troops, during ten nights’ work. Fine 
weather and secrecy were essential to 
success. By Saturday, 18th December, 
only picked battalions held the Suvia 
front. The final embarkation had 
been fixed for the two succeeding nights. 
In the darkness transports moved into 
the bay and by 1 a.m. on Sunday, the 
19th, *‘ the bay lay empty in the moon- 
light,”” 
The British lines looked as they had 
done for four months past, but they now 
served only as a blind. The usual 
bombardments were maintained by war- 
ships. An attack by troops at Helles 
distracted the enemy’s attention. Night 
fell, and craft of every kind slipped onco 
again into the bay and before midnight 
the last of the guns had been got aboard. 
The final embarkation of troops began at 
1.30 o'clock on Monday morning. Mes- 
sages congratulating the Turks were left 
and before dawn broke the last of the 
troops’ were safo aboard. 
At Anzac a like plan was followed, with 
like success. 

CAPE HELLES. 
By 27th December the Cabinet had 
approved Sir Charles Monro’s proposal to 
evacuate Cape Helles. ‘Towards the end 
of the month—in the first quarter of the 
new moon—guns, supplies and super- 
numerary troops were brought down to 
the beaches and embarked. During the 
first few days of 1915 an active artillery 
fire was maintained along the depleted 
British front. An embarkation zone was 
created under Major-General the Hon. H. 
A. Lawrence. In order to mislead the 
Turks the trenches would be quiet for a 
day or two and then awake to vigorous 
aggression. 
By Friday, 7th January, it was feared 
that a farewell general action would have 
to be fought. The British front-line 
trenches were vigorously shelled, and the 
Turks opened a heavy musketry fire. 
Only at one point, however, did a charge 
take place, and that was repelled by a 
battalion of the Staffords. The next day 
was Saturday, January 8th. A wind 
sprang up in the afternoon, and increased 
to thirty-five miles an hour by eleven p.m. 
At one beach, therefore, shipment was 
impossible, and the troops there had to 
march to “W” beach. Here the sea 
washed away the connecting piers, and 
lighters had to be used. 
At 2.30 on the morning of 9th January, 
however, the beaches had been cleared, 
and at 3.30 the last of the troops were on 
board. The transports moved off, and the 
had been left behind were 
fired by time fuses.

CHIEF OFFICER'S STORY.

“I have been in sailing ships all my 
life,’’ he said, “ and this is the first time 
that I have been shipwrecked. It was the 
third year that I had sailed in the Garth- 
pool. We were outward bound from 
Hull to Australia in ballast. The Garth- 
pool struck a reef between 9 and 10 p.m. 
She was bumping so heavily that we 
thought the spars would come down and 
crush the only two lifeboats we had and 
prevent us from getting away from her.

“BRITISH CRUISER 
FOR NANKING.

With the tide of revolt. flowing fast and 

going from strength to strength, the position 
of the Nanking Government is becoming 
serious. 
General Tang Seng-chi and a number of 
other la Aáháris,, generals issued a circular 
telegram yesterday denouncing President 
Chiang Kai-shek. The effect of this telegram 
is indicated by the. sudden defection to-day 
of three regiments of Government troops 
stationed at Changchow, on the Shanghas- 
Nanking Railway, seventy miles south-east of 
the capital as the crow flies. 

The insurgents have interrupted telephonic 
communication between Shanghai and Nan- 
king. 
Owing to the threat offered to Nanking, 
with the rebels promising to swoop down on 
the capital from Pukow, a message from 
Changchow states that H.M.S. Suffolk’ is 
leaving for Nanking at seven o'clock . to- 
morrow morning to evacuate British women 
and children. 

A Hankow message states that, in view of 
the restlessness of the population since the 
issue of Tang Seng-chi’s manifesto, martial 
law has been declared in the town. and all 
Chinese steamers are being requisitioned for 
the transport of Government troops to 
Nanking. 

NAVAL MOVEMENTS. 
FROM REUTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAT Sunday. 

The Shanghai-Nanking railway, which was 
cut in three places vesterday by rebels, was 
repaired to-day by gangs working under the 
supervision of foreign engineers. ae

POTEEN MATERIALS 
SEIZED. 


RAID ON UNINHABITED 
ISLAND, 

One of the largest seizures of poteen 
materials ever effected in Connemara took 
place on Friday, when the Civic Guards made 
a raid on Crowe Island, in Rosmuck district, 
is uninhabited. 

On the island the Guards found a small 
dist'llery. ‘The materials consisted of twa 
stills in full working order, two still-heads 
and two copper worms, seven gallons of sing- 
lings, a jar containing two gallons of poteen, 
about four hundred gallons of wash, about 
five tons of barley malt, two coolers, abcut 
a dozen barrels, as well as pots, cans, tubs, 
bags, kegs, and several other articles used 'n 
the manufacture of poteen, all of which they 
seized. 

On the Island of Illannagopple the Guards 
found a still and about two tons of barley 
malt, which they also destroyed. ‘This island 
is also uninhabited. 

The total estimated value of the seizures 
is about £200. No arrest® were made, but 
there are likely te be prosecútions. 


RAILWAY LENE. SINKS.

SECTION: NEAR** MONAGHAN 
TEMPORARILY “CLOSED. 


Only the vigilance of the permanent way 
men na a disaster on the Great 
Northern Railway line on Saturday. At a 
int midway between Monaghan and Smith- 
yorough, at Kilmore, the railroad passes over 
a high embankment, ou one side of which 
there is a bog and on the other low-lying 
flooded land. The permanent way men ob- 
served the road getting weak at this spot on 
Friday, and precautions. were taken with all 
trains crossing. Trains halted when they 
came to it, and passed over carefully. A 
gang of men was kept at the place day and 
night. On Saturday it was noticed that the 
road. had sunk considerably... The line is a 
double one of rail, and the road became split 
_ in the centre, one railtgad going to one 
side and the other to the othar. . ” 

All traffic was delayed on Satorday morn- 
ing, and breakdown gangs, comprising over 
forty men, endeavoured to keep one line of 
rails going until the evening, when, by order 
of the district engineer inspector, the roacl 
was closed to all traffic. Train loads of 
stones and cinders were hurried to the spot. 
The earth had disappeared from beneath the 
rails and sleepeis for a distance of some 150 
yards on the bog side of the lines, and, 
though many tons of stones and cinders were 
piled on, the high embankment continued to 
sink, and when seen by our correspondent 
yesterday the line for over one hundred 
yards next the bog was sunken about thiree 
feet below the line on the other side. Work 
was continned yesterday, but the road con- 
tinued to sink, ahd it may be a week before 
it can be reopened for traffic: » .

SHIPS IN DISTRESS. 
HEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

At its fourth day, the great storm rages 
as wildly as ever, but the French Weather 
Office holds out hope of a partial] abate- 
ment. “Shipping which has not yet found 
shelter is having « rough time in the bay 
and the Channel. Among the latest 
re; ts are the- following :—The Italian 
steamer Senator Dali has sent out un 
S.0.8., being in distress 150 miles off 
Ushant. The rteamer Carmona, im distress 
off Septiles, has been abandoned by her 
crew, efforts to take her in tow having 
been in vain. The fishing smack Caro- 
line has sunk near St. Malo, and, one 
body has been .vashed ashore. Three men 
forming the crew of a fis]. xg vessel have 
been saved by the motor sloop Coleman 
near Brest, the véssel being abandoned. 
The trawler Gascogne is, due at la 
Rochelle to-morrow with six seamen vf 
the Italian vessel Chieri, which foundered 
last night. 

Considerable damage has been done to 
crops by inroads of the sea in Brittany.

AT SEA. 


Beyond the fact’ that 
Channel passenger and cargo boats were 
delayed, there was nothing untoward to 
report by the Harbour Master at North 
Wall. Among the steamers which were 
late in arriving at the North Wall were 
the British and Irish Company's s.s. 
Lady Limerick, from Liverpool, which 
was two hours behind ‘scheduled time, 
and the Burns Line s.s. Laird Ford, from 
Glasgow, which was. one and a half hours 
late. 

Some small coal steamers, which were 
wind-bound, left the port on Saturday for 
Garston and Liverpool. The Hungarian 
steamer s,s. Magvar, which reached 
Alexandra Basin with a cargo of timber 
about a week ago, also sailed on Saturday. 

After a tempestuous voyage the French 
steamer Empress, from Calais, arrived at 
Dover yesterday afternoon about an hour 
late. She had three hundred and forty- 
four passengers on board, many of whom 
had spent the night in Calais owing to 
the suspension of the service on Saturday. 
A party of women bound for Ireland said, 
although the crossing was bad enough, 
they had experienced much worse weather 
in the Irish Channel. 


TOWED INTO BELFAST. 

The steamér Ranja, bound from Stock- 
to: Manchester, was towed into 

elfast last night by the Hull trawler 
‘Cloughten Wyke. In the storm on Friday 
night the Rania lost her propeller, and 
her distress signals were picked up by the 
trawler. 

The PresidentReosevelt, of the United 
States Lines, arrived at, Plymouth yester- 
day with mails and passengers after a 
wild trip from New York. Considerable 
deck damage was caused by the 
moutainous seas. 

The G.W.R. steamer St. Helier arrived 
at Weymouth from the Channel Islands 
yesterday afternoon with thirty-four 
passengers on board. The boat made a 
remarkable voyage considering the ter- 
rible conditions. A hurricane was blow- 
ing all the way and the ship was 
battered by huge seas which occasionally 
dumped hundreds of tons of water on 
deck. 

A destroyer was under orders to proceed 
to the steamer Rowanburn, from which 
distress signals had been received at Port- 
land, but the vessel managed to reach 
harbour with her hatches stove in and her 
decks smashed. 

The Ellerman-Wilson Line steamer 
Carlo, which was badly damaged in the 
hurricane, was able to reach shelter in 
Weymouth Bay. 

The coasts are strewn with wreckage, 
and a lifebuoy bearing. the name Mira 
Gella has been found at Lulworth. 

Many damaged steamers arrived at 
Falmouth. The Greek steamer Georgios P. 
lost several lifeboats and had her deck 
damaged, while one of her crew was landed 
with a broken leg. 

The cabins of the Tasmanian Transport 
were flooded; several of her. boats were 
smashed, and in addition an anchor and 
cable were lost. The Cunard steamer 
Valacia and the steamer Clan MacKinlay 
also reported that their decks 
by huge waves, which smashed 
their boats. | 

Thirty-four miles in twenty-four ‘hours 
was the extent of progress made in the 
teeth of a fierce westerly storm by the 
Hamburg-America liner Kellerwald, bound 
for South America, which put back to 
Plymouth yesterday after a tremendous 
hattering from the furious seas in the 
English Channel.

FOUR DAYS MURDER 
TRIAL. 


DISAGREEMENT IN THE 
ANTRIM CASE. 


- 


The Toomebridge murder trial concluded at 
the Ulster Winter Áite, at Londonderry at 
ten o'clock on’ Saturday night, when the 
jury could not agree on a Verdict, and the 
accnsed man was sent forward to the next 
Assizes for the County Antrim. 

The prisoner, Samuel Cushnan, was charged 
with having murdered James McCann (25), a 
rural posiman, by shooting him in Harris s 
lane, Millquarter, Co. Antrim, on May 16th 
last. 

The case had been at hearing for four days, 
and was the longest murder trial that has 
taken place in the North of Ireland for the 
last thirty years. i ' 

Cushnan was ealled to the witness-box on 
Saturday, and his examination and ‘cross- 
examination occupied three and a half hours. 


THE JUDGE’S CHARGE. 

Mr. Justice Wilson began his address to the 
jury soon after 7 o clock, and concluded at 
8 35. He said that the only really damning 
feature of the case, if they believed it, was 
the letter. The letter depended upon two 
other pieces of evidynve—to# scythe, admitted 
to be & gun, und to money. Before they 
‘ould convict the prisoner they must, be satis- 
hed, beyond any reasonable doubt, that the 
scythe referred to the gun whose barrel had 
disappeared. Still he would be slow to con- 
vict, but if the money referred to the stolen 
Post Office money, and they were convinced 
that it did, then in his judgment the prisoner 
must have committed murder. 

The jury retired at 8.35, and returned in 
55 minutes, the foreman intimating that on 
his lordship’s direction he had put the follow. 
ing question to the jury :—'' Are you satisfied 
onthe evidence that the money referred to 
in Cushnan’s letter is the Post Office 
money?’ . On that they had failed to egree. 

His Lordship—Do you agree otherwise? 

Foreman—That was the first point. 

His Lordship—Do you think that I could 
help you? 

oreman——Not that I know of, my lord. 

His lordship then 
again. He said that they had been four days 
trying this case, and it would bea mis- 
for “ne for everyone if they could not come 
to agreement... The whole case depended 
upón circhnistantia] evidence. The circum- 
stances,.or one circumstance, must prove not 
that the accused was likely to have done this 
deed, or created a suspicion that he had 
done it, but that he must have done it, and 
no oftiier. 
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ANOTHER DISAGREEMENT. 

The jury again retired at 9.55, and were 
absent almost one hour. 

Th; foreman again intimated a disagree. 
ment. 

His Lordship—I suppose that there is no 
use in my geving anything further’ 

Foreman—There is not the slightest possi- 
bility. of aereement, my lord. 

His lordship discharged the jurv, and 
exempted them from further service for five 
years. 

The prisoner was sent forward for trial at 
the next Spring Assizes for the County of 
Antrim, 

A large crowd awaited the verdict ontside 
the court house from early evening until 11 
o'clock. 


A DUBLIN PROFESSOR 
———- é 
HONOURED IN PARIS. 


At a meeting of the Academy of Agr!- 
culture of France, held in Paris on 4th 
December last, Professor Augustine Henry, 
of University College, Dublin, was elected 
Corresponding Member, in recognition of his 
services to forestry. 

This honour is 
foreigners. 

Professor Heury’s main work 
culture was the publication of ' The Trevs 
of Great Britain and Ireland,’’ in seven 
volumes. which deals exhaustively with the 
botany, distribution, cultivation, and histery 
of all timber-produéing and ornamental trees, 
which are cultivated in these islands. Pro- 
fessor Henry also.made researches in the 
artificial production of vigorous trees by 
hybridisation, and one of the resultant 
hybrids, Populus generosa, has already 
oroved of great value for planting by 31ts 
astonishing growth. 

Another hybrid poplar is remarkable fo1 
the beauty of its brilliant red foilage in the 
month of April. Professor Henry also intro 
duced the western larch from Montana, 
United States, and the nasc races o! 
the European larch, which occur wild wm 
Silesia, Poland, and Czecho-Slovakia. 

Besides his work in forestry, Professor 
Henry s exploration of China, some thirty 
years ago, resulted in the dmmcovery of over 
1,000 species of plants, new to science, many 
of which are now in cultivation in the 
yardeus and parks of Jreland.

GROWERS AND THE 
CRISIS. 


Emma - 


A conference to discuss the crisis in the 

tato industry took pe” in Spalding 

xchange Hail on Saturday last, and was 
largely attended by growers, retailers and 
others connected with the trade. 

Mr, James Blindell, M.P. for the Holland 
Division of Lincolnshire, who convened ihe 
conference, said that one reason why the pro- 
ducer did not receive an economic price for 
his potatoes was because he did not market 
his produce in a proper way. Growers to- 
day received an average of. thirty-five 
shillings per ton, but potatoes were not pro- 
duced under sixty-five to seventy shillings per 
ton, whilst the public was paying about £9 
per ton. There was a great gap between the 
price’ paid by the consumer and that given 
to the grower, and that gap had to be 
bridged if the industry was going to be 1e- 
stored to prosperity. : 

The problem should not be settled in the 
interests of one section, but in such a way 
that all persons engaged in the 
should receive an economic price 
services they rendered. 

The Conference was addyessed by repre- 
séntatives of the industry from various parts 
of the country, the points emphasised includ- 
ing better dressirig, growing the right kind 
of potato, use of the national mark, and 
some form of control in regard to supplies. 

One speaker urged growers not to become 
panicky, but to market their potatoes weil 
and advertise. ~ Better prices would then be 
realised. 

Mr. Blindell announced that he had had 
interviews with the managers of the most 
important London banks, and had received an 
assurance that they desired to give every help 
to their farmer customers, in order to enable 
them to market their crops. There was no 
intention of restriction. 

A resolution was adopted, stating that the 
Conference was of opinion that a policy «! 
marketing which would co-ordinate the 
activities of all sections of the potato industry 
was essential to its continued existence upon 
a vrofitable basis, and that in order to 
establish co-operation, co-ordination and con 
fdence between the various interests, a special 
emergency committee should be appointed, 
consisting of representatives of all sections, to 
consider certain reforms in the method of 
marketing British potatoes at home and 
abroad,

RECOVERY OF THIRD BODY 


The body of George Wilde. the third 
victim of the Loughshinny fishin boat 
accident, was discovered by Stephen Kyan, a 
fisherman, on Saturday morning. Ryan is a 
réletive of Wilde. and it is stated that during 
Friday night he dreamt that the body was in 
a certain place, and found it exactly in that 
locality the following morning. 

Dr. Mortimer Walters, Coroner for North 
County Dublin, with a jury, held an inquest 
on the body of George Wilde in Skerries on 
Saturday afternoon. Evidence of identifica- 
tion having been given, Dr., O'Connell said 
that death was caused by asphyxia, and the 
jury returned a verdict accordingly. 

The Coroner, jury and Superintendent 
O'Halloran, on behalf of the Civic Guards, 
extended sympathy to the relatives. 

In the evening the funeral of the three 
victims—Christopher Wilde and George Wilde 
(brothers) und Francis Ryan—took place to 
Kenure Cemetery, midway between Rusl? and 
Skerries: The three coffins were borne on the 
shoulders of relatives and fmends from 
Loughshinny, and there were poignant scenes 
at the graveside. Mr. Ryan, the invalid 
father of Francis Ryan, was a pathetic figure, 
and he completely broke down as the remains 
were being interred. The brothers Wilde 
were buried in the same grave. The other 
mourners were William and Thomas Ryan 
(brothers), Esther. Mary and Maureen Ryan 
(sisters), Mrs. Wilde (wife of Christopher 
Wilde), and a number of other relatives. 

The Rev. Father McGurk, P.P., and the 
Rev. Father Perkins, C.C., officiated at the 
graveside.

THE PANTHER AT PETWick.

There is accommodation there for a very 
large number of mares, | 
DEMAND FOR JUMPERS. 

For likely horses to run under National 
Hur’ Rules there was a very good demand, 
and those who went expecting to ms up 
rea] bargains were disappointed. n' some 
cases, I thought, prices were exceptionally 
high. Thus Candlemas, a five-year-old half- 
brother to the Imperial. Cup winner. Peeping 
Tom, was bid up to 1,700 guineas before he 
was knocked down to the bid of Lady 
Lindsay. Then the eight-year-old hurdler 
Cyzara went soaring up to 2,300 guineas, 
Jr is true that he looks like jumping a 
country, but he has had: a “lot of. racing 
already under both codes, and he certainly 
cannot be called cheap. 

The demand is unlimited still for horses 
likely to make ‘chasers and high-class 
hurdlers. As I mentioned here some weeks 
ago, there have been extraneous influences 
adieibely affecting these sales, but I think 
that the falling off in the demand for the 
cheaper class of horse is likely to last for 
some time. 

OVER-PRODUCTION. 

I mentioned here after the Doncaster sales 
that the danger to the bloodstock breeding 
industry at the present time is over-produc- 
tion. This was very clearly borne out by the 
events of last week. Dazzled by the soaring 
prices of recent years, too many ple have 
come into breeding on insecure foundations, 
hoping for a lucky gamble in a cheap mare or 
two. Such people are being rapidly dis- 
illusioned, and the process is by no means 
at an end yet, 

Practically the same thing is happening in 
France. There has been a sharp fall in 
values at all the sales conducted by the Cheri 
firm in the last few weeks, and there again 
over-production is responsible for the decline 
in values. One of these days some people 
with a long vision will return to the pro- 
duction of horses for steevlechasing, and their 
patients will meet with a rich reward. 
National Hunt racing has never been stronger 
than it is at present, and year by vear it is 
growing in popularitv. The only drawback 
at the present time is the shortage of high- 
class ‘chasers of the old-fashioned sort. 

THE GRAND NATIONAL, 

The changes in the conditions af the Grand 
National are, after all. only mincr ones—£10 
to enter instead of £5, and a readjustment 
of the money given to the owners of the 
Placed horses. The sweeving changes ovt- 
lined on the authority of Mr. Topham have 
been frowned on by the Liverpool] Stewards, 
who, I believe, were not consulted before 
they were given publicity. They were 
sprung far too suddenly on everyone 
concerned to make it possible for them to be 
operative in next year's race. 

I know I am opposing the views of a 
number of Jrish people interested in steeple- 
chasing in suggesting that there should he 
any change at all in the “ National ” condi- 
tions, yet I think that drastic changes in the 
conditions are hound to come. I know that 
the opinion of the most responsible people in 
this country who are keenly interested in 
Steenlechasing is in favour of changes that 
would reduce the size of the field to reason- 
able proportions and eliminate the owner who 
runs a bad horse from sheer vanity, or else 
in the hope that something will turn up. 

A WEIGHT-FOR-AGE RACE. 

A man’s views of what the conditions for 
the Grand National should be are coloured 
a good deal by the type of horse he happens 
to have in his yard at the moment. but I 
think that if an entirely disinterested plebis 
cite were taken at the present time the 
majority opinion of owners and trainers of 
steeplechasers would be in favour of making 
it a weight-for-age race as it used to 
many years ago. This I know is a drastic 
sort. of change, but it has the merit of sim- 
plicity, and the only qualification would be 


that a previous winner should carry 7b. 
extra. This would probably limit the size

“three-year-old 


of the field to twenty or thirty horses, which 
in all conscience is enough if the best horse 
is to win. People say a iot of claptrap to 
the effect that if the conditions are changed 
“it will not be the Grand National.”’ 

I think it ceased to be the Grand National 
when Tipperary Tim won, and that it became 
a circus last March when there were sixty- 
six runners. It is said that Tipperary Tim 
was a gallant horse who jumped and stayed 
the course, and that he should be given full 
credit for an excellent performance. On the 
other hand, any good man to hounds on a 
decent sort of blood hunter would back him- 
self to get round the Grand National course— 
but only in his own time. 

It is conceivable that such a horse might 
win a Grand National in these days by tailing 
himself off and coming through when all the 
real ‘chasers in, the race have been knocked 
fiying.. The Grand Natioual, after all, is not 
a spectacle or a pantomime, it is a ehampion- 
ship event for the best ‘chasers in the world, 
and every championship, whether it be the 
Ascot Gold Cup or the Grand Steeplechase de 
Paris or anything else, is a weight-for-age 


race. 
EASTER HERO. 
I suppose that when the weights come out 
Hers will again have top weight. Jack 
Anthony tells me he is wonderfully well, 
and that he intends to run him this week, 
either at Windsor or at Hurst Park. He is 
to have a run over a country in a three-mile 
steeplechase at Wolverhampton on St.

A “NATIONAL ” POSSIBLE, 

We saw a “National” possible, in Mr. 
Walter Midwood’s Shaun Goilin, win hig race 
at Sandown yesterday, the Sandown. Handi- 
cap Steeplechase, over three miles and five 
furlongs, in quite good atyle. The Grand 
Sefton winner had only hait a length to sperc 
from .Ballyhandwood, but he was, ali the 
same, a very comfortable winner. This horse 
has come on by leaps and bounds since he 
went to be trained by Frank Hartigan, 
and, as he has jumped Liverpool already, 
he must come into the ‘‘ National ” picture. 
Everett, who won the Grand National on 
Gregalach last March, had the mount on him 
yesterday. I believe, by the way, that 
Gregalach will be a much-fancied candidate 
again next March. He has been turned out 
during the summer, but is now back with 
Ted Leader and in the best of fettle. 

GIB WINS AGAIN. 

The remarkable young ‘chaser, Gib, gave 
another dazzling display when in the Pond 
Handicap Steeplechase he beat Blaris by five 
lengths. F. B. Rees, who rode him here. 
waited with him until Cooleommon, who made 
the running, had run himself out two fences 
from home. Then he moved up and joined 
Blaris at the last. From that point Blaris 
never had a ghost of a chance with Gib, 
who fairly smothered him, In writing about 
Gib a week ago I said I thought he had been 
bred by his former owner, Lord Fingall. In 
point of fact, he was bred by Mr. E. 8. 
Dowling. 

A nice sort of young horse called Favourite 
Star, a five-year-old by Denis d'Or owned by 
Ambrose Clark, easily won the Bookham 
Maiden Steeplechase, beating the odds-on 
favourite, Magic Moon, by three lengths. The 
latter was tone-cold two fences from home 
and was easily beaten. 

An outsider called Garrvheaken, by By 
George out of Lady Dora, won the Decem- 
ber Handicap Hurdle. He started at 20 to 1, 
and no one gave him a thought, but he was 
able to make all the running and beat the 
favourite, Sobrino, by two lengths. 

Martencito, who won at Gatwick eailier 
in the week, came on here and trotted in for 
the Milburn Hurdle ten lengths in front of 
Miscou after odds had been laid on him. 
This is a verv smart hurdler, who was bred

Hounds 
were no sooner in the covert than a fox was 
on foot, and with little delay broke past Mr. 
Codd's house and across the Fighting Cocks 
road. It was soon apparent that scent was of 
the best, and running parallel with the road 
hovnds raced up to Rellyterena Hill; facin 
for Kyleballyhue; but swinging right-hande 
they re-crossed the Fighting Cocks road at 
Mi. Kinsella’s house, now heading for Jane- 
ville. Again favouring the right nand, they 
turned back over the Lig fields to Newtown 
Hill, where this fox was marked to ground, 
after a flying twenty minutes. This redeemed 
an otherwise disappointing day, 

Hounds met at Leighlinbridge on Jast Tues- 
day. Killinane was blank, but the Dairy 
Farm held a brace, an old customer going 
away as soon as hounds were in covert. They 
hunted nicely across the Old Leighlin road 
and up the hill, where unluckily the fox was 
coursed by some dogs, and retraced his steps 
to the covert. where he was left unaccounted 
for. Mr. BSlocock’s gorse, as usual, held 
several foxes, the selected one breaking on 
the upper side, pointing as if for Bilboa. 
Being headed, he turned right-handed and 
ran along the hillside past Major Alexander's 
plantation at Craan, Turning down hill now 
end leaving Milford farm on the left, hounds 
ran well over the strongly fenced enclosures 
of Tomard, pointing in the direction of the 
Dairy Farm. Then turning down wind they 
were only able to hunt slowly into the glen 
adioining Mr. Slocock’s covert, where scent 
failed. The new covert at Bawnree, drawn 
late in the evening, did not respond. and this 
ended the day.

STRIBLING EASILY OUTBOXES 
HIS HUGE OPPONENT. 


IGH SPECIAL.

At Paris last night Young Stribling was 
wininded the edie over Primo Carnera at 
the end of the seventh round, when the latter 
was disqualified for hitting after the gong 
had sounded. 
Opposed to a scientific ag ve of not much 
more than half his weight, Carnera was 


crude, resourceless and cumbersome, and, 
worst of all, he was primitively uncont e 
when he should haye been steady, cool and 
calculating. : 

The Mass of prize fighting probably con- 
tains no parallel to the scene enacted last 
night. The spectacle of the huge Italian 
struggling in uncontrollable fury with his 
seconds and the judges to get across the ring 
to the half-d Stribling in order to deal 
him the coup de grace, bell or no bell, 
struck the crowd with bewilderment, then 
repulsion, and, stirred to wrath by such a 
primitive impulse, they released every sign 
and sound of contempt. It was only by the 
most strenuous efforts of his supporters that 
Carnera was pulled away from his opponent, 
but then he dealt three blows after the 
bell. Stribling appeared to be similarly cul- 
pable, but the referee, probably owing to the 
fact that Carnera was the aggressor, gave the 
American the benefit of the doubt. 


CARNERA'S EXCUSE. 

Reuter’s correspondent saw both men in 
their dressing rooms after the fight. Carnera 
said he did not hear the bell. ‘‘ He did not 
hear the bell,” broke ig M. See, his manager, 
emphatically. ‘‘ How could he be expected 
to stop fighting? He did not lose his head. 
He just could not understand why he was 
not allowed to finish his man off. 

Stribling’s version was: “I did not fight 
after the bell; I merely defended myself. 
How covld you expect me not to put up my 
fists, bell or no bell, when he menaced me 
with such ferocity’ No more fights for me 
with this man. He is too big. I am not 
badly hurt, but I am jarred ali over. Every 
time he hits vou he shakes you all up, and it 
goes to your head.”’ 

From the purely boxing standpoint the 
fight again demonstrated that if Stribling is 
a prohvet with no honour in his own country. 
then that country is an unaccountably bad 
judge. 
fighter, resourceful in attack. full of intel- 
ligent anticipation in defence, faultless in his 
footwork, rarely faulty in his timing. never 
hitting without his brain behind the blow. 


STRIBLING NEARLY GONE. 

Carnera was flabbily futile in his leads. 
He punchel without regard to the position 
of his feet, lunged crudely into clinches in 
untutored efforts to call Strebling’s bluff. 
Carnera was down momentarily in the sixth 
round, the first knock-down of the fight, from 
a right flush to the point of the jaw. Then 
he shook Stribling with a right hook to the 
jaw. Stribling clung a little to recover, but 
whether he was badly shaken it is impossible 
to say, as the bell brought him respite. 

After the gong had sounded at the end of 
the seventh round Carnera floored Stribling 
with a right hook to the chain, and was dis- 
qualified. 

Carvera’s future plans may have been 
affected by the fight. “ What I shall do I 
don't know,’ said M. See. ‘But I do not 
think Carnera’s American prestige has been 
affected. Finally and emphatically, there 
will be no appeal against the verdict.’’ 

Mrs. Stribling, the boxer’s wife, and her 
little son and his grandmother watched every 
blow with rapt attention. The youngster 
stood up on the knees of either mother or 
grandmother, his expression changing with 
each phase of the fight. ‘ I did not let him 
see the final punch that knocked his father 
down,” said Mrs. Stribling. 


THE FIGHT DESCRIBED. 


FIRST ROUND, 

The men sparred. Carnera’s left felt its 
way, but Stribling avoided it and darted in 
to land his own left. Stribling drove his 
right short to the body. The men clinched. 
ant Stribling connected with his left and 
followed up with a right to the jaw. Another 
right hurt Carnera. <A fierce left to Carnera’s 
stomach as he stepped in again caught the 
Italian, Without taking the slightest notice 
of Carnera’s feeble-looking left, Stribling was 
repeating his Albert Hall performance, scor- 
ing with the left to Carnera’s head and then 
catching him with a right swing. Stribling 
finished the round with a good lead on points. 

SECOND ROUND, 

Stribling began this round like a winner. 
Swaying from Carnera’s untutored left, he 
broke through his guard easily, sent in his 
right to the stomach, and finally brought 
over his left to the face. However, his blows 
wero not skilfully measured. He was fighting 
more than boxing. Nevertheless, he was 
Carnera’s superior. Blood appeared on the 
Italian's face early in the round. He could 
not get in a single clean-cut blow. Breaking 
from a clinch, Stribling connected with a 
right and drove his left to the stomach. 
finishing the round with an increased margin 
of points in hie favour 

Carnera looked harassed in his corner, but 
it may have been due to a lowish left cf 


Stribling’s. 


+ 


THIRD ROUND, 

At the beginning of this round the referee 
warned Stribling for a lowish blow sent in in 
the previous round. Carnera was now fight- 
ing with more strength. His leads were just 
as futile as ever, but Stribling seemed to 
be losing his abandon. Carnera landed a 
straight left, knocking Stribling off his legs. 
He then pushed his man to the ropes, where 
they came to a clinch, and the referee warped 
him. They were fighting hard at this period, 
Carnera developing his fighting instinct. 
Stribling missed more frenuently. He be. 
came wild and hurled himself at Carnera. He 
attempted to force the pace bv lunging in at 
every opportunity. They clinched again and 
again, but not a single well-defined blow was 
Gelivered during the round, except Carnera’s 


elt. 
FOURTH ROUND. 

Carnera stabbed Stribling away with his 
left, but Stribling came in again and scored 
with right and left to the body. bringing the 
left over again to the jaw. §tribling was 
how fighting better. Carnera left his guard 
open, and caught another bunch ef punches 
to the stomach. He came in for mare punish- 
ment, and took a right to the ribs and an- 
other left to the face. Stribling, blocking 
the Italian's attempt to Jend, scored beauti- 
fully with a left swing to the jaw. He now 
let the Italian make the pace. Stribling, 
paving the way with a left lead, hooked his 
man with a right to the chin and again won 
the round comfortably. During the interval 
Stribling was cautioned by the referee, this 
time for holding. 

FIFTH ROUND. 

Carnera’s right cheek was cut and swollen 
just below the eye, and Stribling played on 
it with his left at the opening of the fifth 
round. Carnera went after Ris man, but 
Stribling’s “efence was more than equal to 
the onslaught.

two-handed attacks to the body. Carneras 
de ny Ana auam, He got Stribling on 
the ropes and tried to pummel him, but the 
American ducked and swayed cleverly. Dur- 
ing a series of clinches Carnera looked to be 
weakening, but he caught his man with a 
glancing leít to the jaw on @ breakaway, 
Stribling glowered at him and sank his right 
into the italian’s stomach when the latter 
Junged in again. At the half distance 
Strioling had enough points to win even 
should he lose the remaining rounds. 
SIXTH ROUND. | 

A fierce clinch and some wrestling opened 
the sixth round. Stribling’s right landed 
flush on the point and he followed this with 
a powerful ieft. Then ensued a series of 
abortive clinches. Stribling dropped Carnera 
with a right to the point of the jaw. The 
Italian was on the ropes and Stribling made 
for him to deliver a finishing blow, but could 
not land it. Both men connected with 

ishing rights to the jaw, and the American 
ked to be hanging on for time to recover. 
Carnera, however, gave him no peace, and 
the gong gave him a welcome respite. 
SEVENTH ROUND, 

Carnera made for Stribling at the gong, 
but the American evaded him and when he 
came in again Stribling twice fended him off 
cleverly with the left to the body. Stribling 
was still piling up points, and a left after 
a breakaway again smote Carneras jaw. 
Carnera’s left still kept Stribling out, but 
he was in again with a useless clinch, and 
when Carnera had hooked him with both 
hands, he floored Stribling with a right hook 
to the chin and almost knocked him out. 
The bell, however, had already ended the 
round, and Carnera was disqualified. — 

The referee pointed to Carnera, and it was 
only with the greatest difficulty that his 
seconds hung on to his wrists and dragged 
him to his corner. ba 

In an endeavour to avoid a repetition cf 
the Albert Hall incidents when Carnera won 
on a foul, the promoter, Mr. Jeff Dickson, 
obiained the signatures of both Stribling and 
Carnera to a clause by which they agreed 
to forfeit their share of the purse if they 
committed a foul, as adjudged by the referee, 
Mr. Henry Bernstein. Carnera thus loses | 
end of the purse. 


CARNERA TO MEET DIENER. 


Mr. Ted Broadribb, who returned to London from 
Paris last night, told a Press Association en 
that Mr. Jeff Dickson had stated that Young 
Stribling would not be able to box Diener, the 
German, at the Albert Hall on December 17th, 
as his back was injured in his fight with Carnera 
on Saturday night, but that Carnera was coming 
over to Engiand, and would fight Diener in piace 
of Young Stribling.

Leo Fiynn, Dempsey's former manager. told the 
Press Association: “ Porat cannot hit harder than 
Hartwell, and the way Scott took punishment, 
without any bother, satisfied me that Perat cannot 
hurt him.”

GALWAY AWARDED POINTS. 


From Our CorrESPONDENT. 
GALWAY, Sunday. 

Owing to severe weather conditions the 
nh Cup match between University Col- 
lege, Galway, and University College, Dub- 
lin, at the sports ground, Galway, vo-day, 
was abandoned after twenty minutes of the 
second half.

This de- 
putation was, I learn, to have gone to Dublin 
this week. I am informed that during the week- 
end Mr. Henry Anderson, President of the Con- 
naught Branch, received a communication from 
the Secretary of the Union, stating that the 
Union would not receive the Connaught deputa- 
tion if the Dudiey Cup match was played to-day. 
The Dublin players arrived in Galway last night, 
and were met by several members of the Con- 
naught Branch. A discussion then took place 
at the Great Southern Hotel, where the Union 
Committee's ultimatum was discussed, and Gal- 
Way expressed their willingness to play to-day. 

A suggestion was made that only a friendly 
should take place until after the Connaught 
Branch’s deputation had seen the Union Commit- 
tee, but the Galway College representatives pointed 
out that, even if they were agreeable to cancel 
the match, it could not be done without a pro- 
perly summoned mecting of the Branch being 
held, as at the Branch’s last monthly meeting 
Sanction Was given to to-day’s fixture. The dis- 
cussion lasted till long past midnight. and the 
decision reaches was that the Dudley Cup match 
should be played and the gate taken.
